Cheap Labor. 


HIS GOOD RELORD AT CALICO 


He Never Cut the Miners’ Wages 
Nor Did He Employ Chinese 
—What a Former Em- 
ploye Says. 


For some days past the Democratic 
managers at San Bernardino have 
been circulating rumors to the effect 
that Col. H. H. Markham is in favor of 
cheap labor, and that he employed 
Chinese labor when he was superin- 
tendant of a mine in the Calico dis- 
trict some eight or nine years ago. 
These stories have gained quite a circu- 
lation and the curbstone politicians 
who started them claim that they have 
lotters from Col. Markham, in which 
he gives his reasons for cutting miners’ 
wages from $3,50 per day to $3, and also. 
his reasons fot employing Chinamen. 
T. W. Burke, a thorough Democrat. 
who was in the mines all the time that 
Col. Markham acted as superintend- 
ent, was seen by a Times reporter yos- 
érday and said: 

“Tam ready to make an affidavit 
that Col. Markham never employed a 
Chinaman while. he Was in the Calico 
district. The story is false in every 
particular. He was always Opposed 
to Chinese labor, and while he Was 
there the men did not receive à cent 
leas than $3.50a day, and they were 
allowed to board where they pleased. 
“When he fesigned and got out of 
the mines the Barton brothers took 
charge. They cut wages to$3 a day, and 
compelled the men to board in the 
company’s boarding house.

For six days th schooner beat about 
the island in the bay or 
drifted about becalmed, but, though 
a cannon was fired. several times, 
none of the boats réturned and the 
captain finally concluded the men had 
given themselves up to the Russian 
authorities rather than starve on the 
island. Ten days after the boats dis- 
appeared the captain headed the 
schooner for San ‘Francisco. The 
missing boats on ‘Making the island 
were fired on by the Russians and one 
hunter was killed aud two wounded. 
The crews of the two boats were 
thrown into prison dut re-

LEFT THE YARDS. 


Switchmen at Denver Go Out on a 

DENVER, Sept. 24.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] For some time the 
Union Pacific at this point has been 
having trouble with its switchmen. 
The blockade in the yards has been a 
matter of serious detriment. It is 
asserted that one of the chief difficul- 
ties has been the disposition on the part 
of the switchmen to keep the yards 
blockaded in order to exact tips“ 
from shippers.

UNTIMELY RAINS. 


STORMS THAT MAY DAMAGE THE 
GRAPE CROP. 


Vineyardists in Fresno and Sonoma 
Counties Alarmed at the Out- 
look — Millions of Dol- 
lars at Stake. 


By Telegraph to The Times. : 

Fresno, Sept. 24.—-[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] Quite a heavy shower 
of rain fell here this morning and the 
heavens still look threateningly. No 
damage beyond delay in drying is yet 
done to the raisin crop, but continua- 
tion of the cloudy, moist weather will 
do irreparable injury. Over a million 
dollars worth of uncured raisins and 
green grapes are yet in the vineyards, 
and fully as much grain lies exposed in 
the fields, Much anxiety is felt. 

To date there have been shipped 
from Fresno 138 carloads of green 
fruit, 62 of dried fruit,18 of dried 
grapes and 88 of raisins. 


foggy weather, the grapes are ripening 
very slowly and the vintage is much 
delayed. Many cases of fruit contain 
only 20 per cent. of sugar, which makes 
fermentation bad.

BURCHELL’S TRIAL. 


The Case Causing Intense Interest 
in the Dominion. ; 

Woopstocx (Unt.,) Sept. 24. IBy 
the Associated Press.] The Burchell 
trial was continued this morning. The 
prisoner slept well and was up in time 
to perform his usual careful toilet be- 
fore being called to face judge and 
jury. He wasready and waiting for 
the Sheriff when the latter arrived in 
a hack. It has been reported that 
Burchell is handcuffed on the way to 
and from the courtroom, but such is 
not the case. He is the quietest, most 

going prisoner any juilor ever had 
to do with, and neither complains nor 
gives trouble in any way. | 

There was the usual great crowd a 
the town hall entrance to see him pass, 
and his appearance was warmly criti- 
cized by many. Burchell has raised 
up in this commpnity two clearly 
defined parties, one in his favor and 
the other against him.

Their Various Socleties to Form one 
3 Organization. | 

PITTSBURGH, Sept. 24.—|By the As- 
sociated Press.] The German Catho- 
lics held an important meeting this 
morning. At the last congress.in Cob- 
lenz it was suggested that all German 
Catholic societies throughout the 
United States be gathered in one great, 
strong national patriotic band. In ac 
cordance with this suggestion the fol- 
lowing was adopted: 

In view of the preceding German-Catholic 
Congress at Coblenz, Germany, and with the 
conviction thata well-detined organization 
of German-Catholic youth in the United 
States, will be not only a means to foster.

Resolved, that it is the wish of the congress 

that in evary German Catholic parish in 
this country young men’s societies 
founded for such aims as will be best for 
local needs; thatin German Catholic cen- 
ters of the United States the centralization 
of such local societies be effected, under 
such regulations as surroundings and cir- 
cumstances decide; that the central organ- 
ization, which does 2 exist in Chicago 
be offered the thanks of this congress for its 
zealous work in its circles and that its con- 
stitution be recommended as an example to 
be emulated. 
A set of resolutions was adopted, de- 
manding that children be educated as 
their parents see fit, owing obedience 
to the United Stutes, allegiance to the 
Pope and preference to the German 
language wherever possible.

A SOMNAMBULIST’S DISCOVERY. 


Locating Treasure Hidden at th 
Outbreak of the War. | 
{Philadeiphia Times. | 

A remarkable somnambulistic feat 
was performed a few nights ago by 
Christopher Medway, of this place. 
Mr. Medway is a prominent lawyer 
and a scion of one of Kentucky’s old- 
est families. In 1861, at the breaking 
out of the war, his father packed up 
his silver rk which was very valu- 
able, and hid it inthe Mammoth Cave. 
This was done in the midst of great 
hurry and confusion, and owing to 
some oversight the place was left un- 
marked, and when, in 1865, the Med- 
ways wished to dig the silver up, no 
one could recollect with any certainty 
the spot, and though it was sought for, 
off and on, for years it was never lo- 


resulting in no discovery. it was finally 
believed that some one had stolen the 
box and refilled the hole, 

Mr. Medway’s father died convinced 
that it was so, and for more than ten 
years no one gave further thought to 
the matter. But recently Mrs. Med- 
way revived the subject by relating 
the story to some friends in hey hus- 
band’s hearing, and that gentſleman 
says he went to bed wondering if his 
father’s belief in the theft of the box 
was correct, and that on falling to 
sleep he re-enacted the scenes of the 
removal atid burial of the silver, at 
which he was present, though only a 
boy of 14. E 

When he awoke he found himself 
lying on thé ground close to a large 
rock, and in black durkness, except 
for a faint gleam of light in the far dis- 
tance. At first he experienced some 
difficulty in realizing where he was, 
but when he did, concluded on remem- 
bering his dream, that he had slipped 
by the night watchman into the cave, 
and his memory singularly aroused by 
his slumbers, had found his way tothe 
spot where be had seen the silver buried 
tweuty-nine years before. 

After marking the rock, he made 
his way to the gate, through which he 
saw the morning light stealing, and as 
he was in his night dress; called to the 
watchman and dispatched him after 
his clothes. He then hiréd workmen 
to dig in the spot where he had found 
himself on awaking. and soon had the 
satisfaction of seeing them lift out the 
case of silver, which being opened was 
found intact’

“Be Quick About It.“ 

Judge Irwin, one of the early justices in 
Wisconsin, was more remarkable for his 
hunting adventures than for his legal 
knowledge. The lawyers who argued their 
cases before him were often compelled to 
put over their work while the judge ud- 
journed court in order to go hunting. The 
following charge was given by him toa 
jury in 1841: 

“Tt appears from the evidence that the 
laintiff and defendant in this action are 
rothers-in-law.

Five minutes after the jury had retired 
the sheriff was instructed to see if they 
had A negative answer was re- 
turned; whereupon the jury was imme- 
diately ordered in and discharged, and the 
judge made ready for a hunt.—Youth’s 
Companion. 


A School for Housewifery. 
The domestic laboratory of Mr. Dwight 
L. Moody’s seminary at Northfield was or- 


ganized by Miss Huntington, of the Wil- 


son Mission Kitchen Garden in New York, 
and is carried on by teachers of her train- 
ing. One hundred girls are here taught 
housewifery and sewing, cooking, wash- 
ing, table waiting and fine laundry work 
as exact sciences, and not as makeshift 
employments. Mr. Moody’s seminary was 
founded for pupils having high aims but 
small means, who may by its means obtain 
a thorough, education at the lowest cost, 
with the tacit understanding that every 
graduate, both of its academic and do- 
mestic science. courses, will be moved to

cated at Grand Mich. Grand Rap- 


ids is one of the handsomest cities in the 
west, and contaii# hosts of handsome 
women. But the women are not satisfied 
with being handsome; they insist on being 
cultivated as well! Hence it is that their 
elub is not a mie social organization, a 
means for exchanging choice gossip,

10 large several paar shat it furnished 
an “overflow and the West 
Bide Ladies“ Literary club, ” another sim- 
ilar and prosperous organization, was 
formed. Now, again, it has grown until, 
like an athlete, it must reduce its propor- 
tions to secure ita efficiency. 

The Ladies’ Literary club, of Grand 
Rapids, is the outgrowth of a ‘class in his- 


Rapids by Mrs. L. H. Stone, of Kalama- 
too, a woman who. has been instrumental 
in forming se other women’s clubs in 
the west. The history class was disbanded 
in the winter of 1871-72, but the taste for 
study had been excited. A meeting of six 
women was held at the residence of Mrs. 
B. L. Fuller, a wealthy woman widely 
known for her originality and culture as 
well as for her charity. These six women 
formed themselves into a club. 
THE CLUB N ORGANIZED. 

Mrs. Fuller drew up a constitution and 
issued a call to the women of the city who 
were interested in the project to join the 
club. About thirty responded. The first. 
regular meeting was held in April, 1872. 
The membership son reached 100. Since 
that time the growth of the club in num- 
bers and in influences has been steady. The 
oo resent membership is over 500, pad em- 

not only many women of wealth, 
but many without wealth, women in 
society and those notin society. The aver- 
age attendance at the mectings, which are 
held every week, ig about 300. The ladies 
believe that with.@ Membership of moro 
than 500 the club cannot work to so good 
an advantage as with a smaller number. 
They “havo decided aécordingly to limit it 
to 500. No new members will be received 
therefore until the humbcr falls below 509. 

Dec. 31, 1887, was a red letter day for the 
club. That day the ladies dedicated a club 
house, erected under their own direction 
for their own exclusive use. Up to that 
time, although they had a library of nearly 
1,000 volumes, a large and choice collection 
of photographs, a piano, a considerable 
amount of furniture and other parapher- 
nalia for club housekeeping they had oc- 
cupied rented rooms Living in rented 
rooms did not satisfy these progressive wo- 
men. They decided te buy a lot and build 
a house of their qwn, The building fund 
comprised $1,500 in the treasury, an annual 
Income of $00 and arelentless determina- 
tion. The last mentioned item was the 

neipal resoureé, for it was convertible 
into several times as much cash as both 
the others combined. A lot was purchased 
on Sheldon street, one of the finest streets 
in the city, and J 91 90, 1887, the corner 
stone of the new use was laid. Five 
months later the p was dedicated.

THE WEEKLY MEETINGS. 

A regular meeting of the club is held
